ALL AMERICA knows full well that to assume the obligations 
and irir-ur the sacrifices necessarily incident to membership 
in i he Lea gun of Nations IS a plunge in the dark. America 
believes, however, (hat she should make that plunge and sbcr 
is goinsr to make it. The only thing which has delayed h«r 
in the matter is a discussion as to what sort of a life-preserver 
she should take with her. 


THE FACT THAT some sort, of dependable life-presenter is to 
be taken along is, as Lord Grey said in substance, not due to 
cowardice, but to good, old-fashioned, Yankee common sense.
